In 1983 alone 
Western bankers received 70,000 
million dollars In Interest on the

On return voyage 
she look machines and equip- 
ment for tho metal works in Bhi- 
lai. 

A 1956 agreement signed In 
Delhi (oimalized the Soviet In- 
dian sea line. 

Nikolai Pokland, director ol 
ihe Odessa Soyuzvneshtrans offi- 
ce said a consider able amount 
of equipment has been delivered 
by the line lo lacloilcs, energy 
and other Industrial projects 
being built In India. Also de- 
livered are cars, machine tools, 
paper, drugs, rolled metal and 
many oilier Items. Some of them 
arc manufartmed in Odessa. 

Soviet imports from India are 
wide ranging too. They Include 
ineliillmgkal, engineering and 
pelrorhciulcal linns. Previously 

we sent equipment lo Bid la I, ik*w 
we are receiving metal from lliM 
combine. Another example: we 
sent various equipment lo Ran- 
chi, and now ships bring many 
products from that town. 

The Sovlct-lnillan line Is ser- 
ved by host ships from the two 
countries, with c«nUniiier haulage 
acquiring an ever greater lui- 
poi lance.
